Junk Founders Off North 
Point. 


SEVENTEEN LIVES LOST. 


A great loss of life was caused 
when the passenger junk from 
Waichal struck a rock off North 
Point on Saturday night and saph, 


jtbrowing all on board into the 


barbour. -S-venteen persons, jn- 
cluding fiva ‘children, were 
drowned. 


.- The junk was named the Chek 
Kau and bad been used in the 
passenger trade between Waichai 
acd Hongkong. She left the 
former place at 7 a.m.on tha 16th, 
and arrived here at 7 p.m. on 
Saturday night. I[t was ‘found 
necessary,’ owing tothe dark- 
ness, 
midstream, off North Point, 
and toland the passengers on the 
following morning: but the pas- 
sengers fretted against the ‘delay 
and asked to be sent ashore at 
once. The master of the vessel 
allowed himself to be persuaded 
to set sail agsin and to hove in at 
North: Point. Before much dis- 
tance was covered, however, the 
juok struck one of the submerged 
rocks which abound at this place, 
and capsized after a hole had 
been knocked in her side. She 
then sauk.. There were 64 pas- 
sengers oa board, and all of them, 
with the crew of four, were 
thrown into the water. 
succeeded in swimming ashore,

secondly, that the relations between Turkey and the Allies must be 
brought into conformity with the requirements and practice habitualiy 
followed between independen: nations; and thirdly, that the conditions 
covering the fiscal regime and judicial status of subjects of.one State 
in the territories of another must be determined by reciprocal conven- 
tions. Ismet Pasha declares that peace would bave been concluded 
if Turkey had been originally accorded the short-delay for which 
she asked. Thereafter he enumerates the Turkish concessions and 
concludes that if the Allies had been inspired by the same pacific senti- 
ments when meeting in 2 European town preferably to Constantinople, 
they would have been able to settle the Treaty in a fortnight,:
